* stated to be more than likely that visible and 
invisibie stocks carried over from 1890 have 
4seen reduced to the extent of 9,000,000 ounces, 
which would give a lessening of fully 3,000,000 
ounces in the production. The report indicates 
itas more than ptobable that the Mexican 
production has been underestimated, and says 
that free coinage in the United States “‘ would 

cause a boom, check exports, and favor im- 
ports of merchandise, ending in a heavy crisis, 
which woulti most hkely make silver unpopu- 
_ lat where it is now popular.” The writer 
adds: ‘I eannot see where the price of silver 
would land if Amencan silver dollars were to 
be exported in addition to the full production 
of the United States, and this must eventually 
be the result of free coinage.” 

A CORRESPONDENT says that the Sanitary 
District act ia an attempt to “bind up two 
such inharmonious subjects” as sanitation 
and navigation in one bill, and that the only 
way to separate them is to cut the knot, and 
repeal the law. The first part of the statement 
is correct. The deep-water cranks and the 
overgreedy valley people forced into the law 
provisions designed to make the citizens of 
Chicago construct a ship canal for the benefit 
of others under the pretense of securing 
sanitation for themselves. But the Supreme 
Court, mindful of the Constitution, has said 
that the validity uf the act depends on 
sanitation being its main object and naviga- 
tion merely an incidental, When the question 

- ©omes before it squarely it will say that the 
navigation sections of thelaw are uncon- 
stitutional ana thus untie the cord which 
binds together two inharmonious subjects. 

Or if the Trustees will go to work intelli- 
gently and put it in the power of the city to

THE LAWFULNESS OF IMMEDIATE SANI- 
; TARY RELIEF. | 
A correspondent, whose letter is printed 
elsewhere, raises two points: First, whether 
it is lawful for the Drainage Trustees to en- 
large the Illinois and Michigan Canal and 
turn it into a drainage channel. Second, that 
the Twenty-seventh Section of the Sanitary 
act forbids turning any water or sewage into 
the drainage channe! until it is completed, 
and that therefore there can be no’ increased 
dilution until the entire work is done. | 
The writer has not read the law carefully or 
he would see that while the Sanitary District 
is forbidden to use any part of the canal lying 
outside its boundaries itis explicitly allowed 
to use without compensation that portion of 
it which is within its territory. The only con- 
dition imposed is that the public use of that 
portion of the canal which is used shall not 
be unnecessarily interrupted or interfered 
with. . : i | e 
The right of the trustees to enter upon and 
enlarge the canal within the district is mani- 
fest, “They can begin whenever they please, 
and widen and deepen it as far as Summit, as 
suggested by Mr. Boldenweck and Txe Trrs- 
ung. But, while the dredges are at work on 
this section, the water and sewage cannot be 
shut off, for to do so would be to stop the pub- 
hic use of the canal—which the law forbids, 
The work can be carried on more economical- 
ly also when the channel has water.in it to 
float the dredges working in the clay than

When the canal has been thus deepened and 
widened to Summit nothing forbids the City 
of Chicago setting up pumps at that point 
and throwing 200,000 or more ‘cubic feet of 
water per minute into the Desplaines River. 
That stream is not a drainage channel. No 
law says that water and sewage may not be 
thrown into it. On the contrary, the Supreme 
Court has just decided that the villagé of May- 
wood may run a sewer to that river traversing, 
part of the way, territory not its own, and 
empty its sewage into the stream. What that 
village:can do Chicago can. It is not pro- 
posed that the Drainage Trustees shall erect 
pumps at Summit or anywhere élse. They 
never have designed todoso. The desire is 
that the city, which isa different municipal 
corporation, shall attend to a matter which is 
clearly within its power. | 
So much for the legality of the use of the can 
and of increased sewage dilution by the city.

THE WISCONSIN GERRYMANDER IN THE 
. SUPREME COURT. : 
Various petitions were presented to the Su- 
preme Court of Wisconsin two weeks ago ask- 
ing for leave to begin proceedings to set aside 
the legislative apportionment made by the 
Legislature last year. After giving the matter 
due gpnsideration the court has made the fol- 
lowing order: 7 


The question involved is one of grave public 
concern, and if this court has jurisdiction to de- 
termine it the proposed action seems to be a prop- 
ér one in which to exercise the original jurisdic- 
tion of this court under the Constitution. It is 
ordered, therefore, that leave be granted the At- 
torney-Gieneral to bring such action. Questions 
of juriediction are reserved until the relation or 
‘complaint is filed. 


It will be seen that the court has not de 
cided that 16 has jurisdiction. That question 
will be argued a week hence, and on that oc 
casion the great battle will be fought. It will 
be claimed by Gen. Bragg and the other at- 


that the court has no authority to review the 
action of the Legislature as regards making 
apportionments; that the passage of such a 
law is purely a political duty, left to the sole 
discretion of the legislators, who are responsi-, 
ble to the people alone for their action.

| ELECTION-DAY IN ENGLAND. 

Saturday is likely to become the favorite 
election-day in England. The Liberals and 
the workingmen prefer that day and had their 
own way about it in the recent election in 
Rossendale, the retiring officer agreeing to the 
proposit'~ of the Gladstonian agent.

Mr. Cohen, bemg 
himself a Jew, it was intimated that he spoke 
for his coreligionists, but this was denied by 
liberal Jews, like Arthur Cohen, Sydney

The Liberals 
hope to gain largely by the selection of the day,

ENGLAND AND THE UNITED STATES. 


Editor Dana Waves a Red Flag Before 
: Brother Bull, 

New York Sun, Feb. 2: It is well for na- 

tions as it is for individuals to learn betimes 

who are their friends. Our differences with 

Chile, now ostensibly settled, have done us at 


least the service of disclosing, for the twen- 


tieth time, the malignant hostility with which 
Americans are regarded by a large and influ- 
ential section of the English people. The 
spiteful comments of the London newspapers, 
Tory and Liberal, on our determination to 
uphold the honor of our flag have revealed 
what the so-calléd ties of kindred amount to. 
Chey prove that, outside of the advanced 
Radicals and Irish N ationalisfs, we have 
scarcely any real friends in the United King- 
dom ; that the great majority not only of the 
Tories and Whigs, but also of such Liberals 
o8 are engaged in trade and manufactures 
feel as much hatred for this country as did 
their forefathets in 1776, 1812, and 1862; and 
that we still have an implacable, though now 
e relatively timorous and impotent, enemy in 
the classes preponderant in Parliament and 
London society. We are glad that our British 
ill-wishers have shown their hands, and we 
beg to assure them with equal frankness that 
their antipathy is reciprocated, and that any 
trace of sympathy or admiration for things 


English on this side of the Atlantic is con. 


fined to a few hundred silly women of both 
sexes, , 

Because we have declined to permit the uni- 
formed seamen ‘of the United States to be 
murdered with ‘impunity in the streets of Val- 
paraiso we have been incessantly taunted by 
the London press with bullymg a weak and 
helpless commonwealth. We waited three 
wonths before peremptorily demandMg repar- 
ation, but in the opinion of our affectionate 
kinsmen beyond the sea we ought to have 
waited till the Greek Kalends. What, the 
English newspapers virtually say, does the 
killmg ofa couple of Yankee sailors signify? 
We ought, they séem to think, to be 
thankful that the life of our Min- 
ister at Santiago was spared. This 
charge of bullying is so idiotic in itself 
and s0 preposterous in an English mouth, that 
wecan only explain it on the theory that 
whenever American dignity and honor are in 
question the English intellect is clouded by a 
rush of black blood to the bead. The specta- 
cie of Brother Jomwathan asserting self-respect 
seems to have che. same effect upon his 
British relative that is produced by a red rag 
brandished before tie nostrils of a bad tem- 
pered but tethered and exasperated bull. 
The animal cannot express himself in deeds, 
and has to vent his fury in snorts and roars.. 
From the sourness and disgust with 
which the London press received the news that 
Chile had at last come to her senses, it is plain 
enough what issue of the controversy was 
wished for. Evidentiy Englishmen had ca- 
ressed the hope that the Capitan Prat and 
Pinto might put to sea, and that, with the help 
of three.other war-vessels purchased of the 
Armstrongs and the Lairds, the Chileans 
might mapage to inflict humiliation 
and destruction on .the City of New 
York. Qne can linagine the  ran- 
corous delight with which the demolli- 
tion of our public buildin by Chilean iron- 
¢lads would be «bameren by the descendants 
of the men who.burned the Capitol at Wasb- 
ington. Whén England, having been subject- 
ed to a trivial indignity, gives a petty power 
twenty-four hours in which to salute her flag 
and proffer an adequate indemnity, it is, we 
are told, asplendid affirmation of the boast 
Civis Anglicanus sum.

As it is, the English newspapers console 
themselves for the fact that there may be no 
war after all with the assumption that our con- 
traversy with Chile has dealt a death blow to 
our reciprocity program and to our attain- 
ment of political influence on the South 
American continent. Even so comparatively 
sober-minded a journal as the Spectator,a 
Liberai Unionist organ, exu!ts in the belief 
that all the Latin-American States from the 
Gulf of Mexico to Cape Horn will agree in re- 
senting our treatment of tne Chilean 
Republic. Well, if they resent a _  6in- 
gle exhibition on opr part of reluctance 
to swallow an_effront, they must feel ten- 
fold more bitterly toward the British Govern- 
ment, which on a dozen occasions has evinced, 
alike unwillingness to pocket insults. As 
for distrust and jealousy of political] preter- 
sions they are much more likely to be pro- 
voked by England, the professional spoliator. 
of weak States, than by the traditional yin- 
dicator of the doctrine, ‘‘America for the 
Americans.’’ The Latin-Americans have good 
sense ana long memories. They have not 
forgotten that scarcely had we recovered 
from the shock of our Civil War when we 
summarily ejected the soldiers of Napoleon 
Ill. from Mexico; and they know that at this 
moment, while we do not own an inch. of 
ground in South America, England is the 
possessor of British Guiana, and as such is 
engaged in browbeating and robbing the re- 
public of VeneZuela. 

If it were conceivable that the classes now 
dominant in the British Parliament would re- 
tain ascendancy for a quarter oP — we 

i ve to maké up our minds to give En- 
ee alent which would be administered 
to her moral renovation and to the satisfaction 
of the civilized world. But the people whose 
prejudices and rancors are reflected in the 
London press will before long be taken in 
haud and thoroughly disciplined by their own 
countrymen. There is a time coming when 

much-talked-of sympathy between the 
United States and the United Kingdom will 
cease to be asham. We have 4 cordial fel- 

feeling for those : 
Victoria, eho, speaking through the Dublin 
Municipal Council, refu to congratulate 
the late Duke of Clarence on his intended 
marriage; and so we have with those British 
workingmen who at the meeting of the Miners 
Trade Union declined to pass a vote of con- 
dolence on the Duke’s death. With such men 
we shuuld never quarrel. They are, indeed, 
of our own blood, and we are proud of them. 
They share our ingrained contempt of mon- 
archical pretensions and our detestation of 
class distinction. We are with them, heart 
and soul, in their determination to make 
England a democracy 10 fact as well as hope. 
Nor can we find a more effective way of fur- 
thering their purpose than by doing once more 
this year what we did in 1885 and 1886, viz., 
promoting by generous subscriptions the 
triumph at ‘the general election of the Irish 
Nationalists, who are certain to coéperate 
with British workingmen at Westminster. To 
raise forthwith an ample Parliamentary fund 
for Ireland, that is the fit and telling an- 
swer to the viperish attitude maintained 
by English Unionis throughout the Cmlean

WHISKY TRUST DIRECTORS ADJOURN. 


Plans for Purchasing Property, Now Held 
by Lease, Considered Without Results. 
The directors of the whisky trust adjourned 

last night after but half completing the busi- 
ness.of the nost Momentous Meeting in the 
trust’s history. That they did not, as on the 
previous day, give out a carefully compiled 
acvount of results was partly due to the fact 
that there had been no results. 

Almost all of the final session was devoted 
to the matter of leases. President Greenhut’s 
proposition was that the leased properties be 
purchased outright, and in this he was 
seconded by Nelson Mofris. This would 
necessitate the expenditur® of nearly $4,000,- 
000, and the directors could not unite upon 
the question, but Mr. Greenhut hoped that the 
directory would unanimously recommend this 
action to the annual meeting to be held at 
Peoria in April, when the dissatisfied stock- 
holders are expecting to have their innings. 

The leases expire May 1. The trust has the 
option of purchase or a revaluation. The 
landlords are not worrying as to which end of 
the dilemma the trust will take hold of. But 
the directors have to face one other fact, and 
this is the one which Mr. Greénhut foresees. 
In case the trust accepts a revaluation it may 
necessitate giving exact figures as to the 
profits and the amount on hand. -This infor- 
mation is held ‘as exclusive, the directors 
merely denying the charge of certain stock- 


‘holders that the fabulous profits justify larger 


dividends. 

Mr. Greenhut did not seem annoyed after 
the meeting to firid that the stock had gone as 
low as 48'«, whereas the even:ng before it had 
closed at 5044. A private dispatch stated that 
55,000 shares had been sold in New York. Mr, 
Greenhut admitted that this was enormous, 
considering that the total number of shares is 
only 350,000. Private dispatches were also 
received confirming the rumor that the Fed- 
eral grand jury in Boston had indicted the 
officers of the whisky trust, and that steps 
would be taken at once to break up the trust. 
Mr. Greenhut claimed, however, to disbelieve 
these dispatches, and said that if they were 
true he would have had direct mformation. 

The reports that came by telegraph. from 
Boston at tirst said that the officers of the 
trust had been indicted, but later advices 
were that the Federal grand jury had returned 
no indictments as yet, but the opinion is that 
one will be returned, if. one has not already 
been found, by the present jury. Mr. Horton 
of the Department of Justice has béen in 
Boston fof several weeks in consultation with 
United States District-Attorney Allen in re- 
gard to proceedings against the trust. Now 
Mr. Allen has gone to Washingtor in relation 
to Maverick Bank and whisky trust matters. 
No later information was recéived last night, 
and those of the trust directors who could be 
found did not express any alarm. 

“The trust has not been indicted,” said 
Director J. E. French at the Auditorium last 
night. ‘+ We had’a telegram this afternoon to 


the effect that au indictment against the offi- . 


cers of the trust had been returned by the 
Federal grand jury. None of us took any 
stock in it at the time, and an hour or so ago 
H. L. Tyrell received a telegram from his at- 
torney in Boston saying that the rumor was 
untrue. That settles it.” 


CANADIAN RECIPROCITY. 


Rumor Current in Ottawa That a Commis- 
sion Will Soon Be Sent to Waahington. 
Orrawa, Ont., Feb. 3.—[ Special. ]}—There is 

a rumor current here that some of the Minis- 

ters will proceed to Washington early next 

week and discuss by appointment with the 

United States authorities the question of reci- 

procity between Canada and the United States. 

The rumor, however, lacks official confirma, 

tion, as the Ministers decline to say anything 

on the subject.

REBELLION ON BOSTON’S PRISON ISLAND. 


Two Hundred of the Inmates Fight Vicious- 
ly and Are Soundly Cluabbed. 
Bostox, Maass., Feb. 83.—[Special. |—Bos- 
ton’s short-term prisuners are sent down the 
harbor about eight miles to Deer Island, 
There was a big riot among the prisoners this 
morning. They refused to goto work and, 
seizing billets of wood, defied the officials of 
the institution to compel them. Fifty-five 
policemen of the Boston department went 
down there and put an end tothe insurrec- 
tion.- The principal damage done was that 
inflicted on the prisoners themselves. It con- 
sists Of alarge number of gashed scalps and 
cracked skulls. The first news of the 
trouble was received by Deputy Superintend- 
ent Burrill at 8 o’clock this morning. That 
was a telephone message from Supt. Gerrish, 
It stated that the men had refused to go to 
work when ordered at 7 o’clock, and that they 
were then threatening the officers’ lives. 
Deputy Burrill at once telephoned to Stations 
2, 3, 4, and 15, and ordered a sergeant and ten 
men to report at once to Oapt. Bragdon at 
Station 8to embark in the police boat. In 
fifteen minutes the reserves were in readiness, 
and the Protector steained away to the island. 
The full force. of -pohce officers in 
every station in the city. proper 
in East Boston, Charlestown, and 
South Boston was held waiting in their 
Stations ready to answer any further calls 
from the island, but these officers were not 
needed. Word reached police headquarters 
at 10:15 from Capt. Bragdon at the island that 
the riot had been quelled. The prisoners who 
were in the yards were all forced to enter 
their cells and évety one of them was locked 
up. The prisonets, some 200 of them. at 
least, fought vigorously, being armed with 
knives, scissors, icepicks, and clubs. The po- 
fice, however, used their clubs freely and 
none of the officers were seriously wounded. 
No shots were fired. The Mayor has begun 
an investigation as to the management of the 
institution on the islahd.

READY FOR THE FRAY 


CAMPAIGN AGAINST SMOKE TO BE 
OPENED WITHUUT DELAY. ~ 


i 


Much Preliminary Work Accomplished by 
the Officers of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Smoke—George M. Pullman 
One of the First to Seek the Advice of 
the Engineers—Warren Springer Re. 
fuses to Furnish Information or Receive 
Advice—tInspections of Plants Made. 

The smoke-stack on the Adams Express Build. 
ing contributes its share towards making the at- 
mosphere down-town black and heavy. There 
are times when it smokes badly, and on such 


days as yesterday, when the air ¢is moist and 


heavy, its smoke hangs like a blaek cloud over 
the block of buildings enclosed by Monroe, 
State, Adams, and Dearborn streets. There 
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ADAMS EXPRESS BUILDING CHIMNEY, 


are other chimneys in this block—that of the 
Bee Hive, for instance—that have a share in 
keeping the air laden with smoke at this point, 
but the Adams Express outfit is a little worse 
than the others. 

The Society for the Prevention of Smoke 
has got so far along with the preliminary 
work that active measures are about to be 
commenced to bring offenders against the 
smoke ordinance to see the error of their ways 
and mend their course. An energetic cam- 
paign will begin today or tomorrow. The 
officers of the society will endeavor to show 
during the first two months that its existence 
is fully justified. The officers think that these 
two men ought to decide whether or not the 
work will be successful. 

For two Weeks the engineers uf the society 
have been at work gathering information and 
becoming acquainted with men and things in 
Chicago in their line. Their activity may be 
understood from the accounts they give of 
their experiences, ed 

The engineers visited George M: Pullman, 
In response to an invitation from him. Mr. 
Pullman said that he was in full sympathy 


‘with the society and demonstrated his sincer- 


ity by giving a substantial subscription, and 
stating that he was willing to go almost any 
length in aiding the society todo away with 
the smoke nuisance in his building. ’ He 
wanted the building to be as near perfection 
in this line as it was possible to make it. He 
was not a bad offender, at any time, he said, 
but he did not intend to offend at all. He 
requested Engineer White to make a personal 
investigation of the plant, and repoxt the re- 
sult, with any recommendation that 
mignt seem advisable to remedy the evil 
completely. He would even go to the length 
of putting in new boilers if 1t should hecome 
necessary. Mr, Pullman did not think it was 
necessary to use anthracite coal, but 1f it 
should appear that that was the only remed 
he was perfectly willing to use only hard coal. 
Mr. White will make the investigation as early 
as possible and report at once, 

Warren Springer wrote to the society Jan. 
22, saying he was going to put in ten new boil- 
ers and asking advice as to the best way to 
put them in so astoavoidsmoke. He ex- 
pressed full sympathy with the objects of the 
society. At that time none of_ the officers ex- 
cept the Secretary had been appointed, so 
there was some delay in complying with Mr. 
Springer’s request. 

Warren Springer Wanted No Advice. 

As soon as possible Mr, Fay, Assistant En- 
gineer and {fnspector, called on Mr. Springer 
and found that the erection of tne new boilers 
had already commenced, and that Mr. 
Springer was unwilling to furnish any infor- 
mation whatever regarding his plant, the fuel 
he was using, or what work ‘he was doing, and 
bow much of it. Nor did he wish to listen to 
any advice from the society in regard to put- 
ting up the boilers. .No recommendation was 
therefore made to him. “It was believed by 
the officers of the society,’ says Secretary 
Phelps, “‘that it was not their province to 
make suggestions to Mr. Springer until the 
time arrived—if it ever arrived—when it 
would become necessary to visit him officially 
to ask him to stop making smoke,”’ 

John Hh. Leslie & Ce., Nos. 80 to 32 River 
street, were visited at their request by Mr.

It was madea requirement of the first im- 
portance that the work required of the boilers 
should not be excessive. Recommendations 
were then made defining the height of the fur- 
nace from the top of the gratebar to the shell 
of the boiler and the depth of the ashpit. 
The smoke connection to the chimney was 
required to be made equal to the present 
chimney flue in -cross-section area. After 
these requirements had been complied with 
the recommendation went on to say ‘‘ the con- 
ditions will then be favorable to the applica- 
tion of any of the special devices for the prop- 
ér admission of air and the smokeless burning 
of good average soft coal,”’ 

Charles T. Parish & Co., manufacturers, 
No. 146 Pacific avenue, were visited by En- 
gineer White at their request. The case was 
peculiarly difficult, the boiler being an up- 
right one. 
recommendations which will , decrease the 
smoke to a minimum if the fire is handled 
with any ordinary care. 

Examined Plants in Big Buildings. 

During the last ten days the. officers of the 
society have visited the following ee in 
addition to those specified above: The Fair 
Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co., wholesale and 
retail; Boston Store; Marshall Field & 
Co., wholesale and retail; Home  In- 
surance, Rookery, ()wings, J. V. Farwell & 
Co., Heath, Milligari & Co., Kranklin Mac- 
Veagh & Co., Hibbard, Spen & Bartlett, 
the Wellington and Auditorium Hotels, In- 
surance Exchange, W. W. Kimball Co., 
Board of Trade, Brother Jonathan, Wheeler, 
Exchange, and the Adams & Westlake factory. 
These visits were made without invitation, the 
object being not to see if these buildings were 
making smoke, but to find out what character 
of plants or how much power they were using, 
and to gather general information, the value 
of which will appear later on.
